Queen's. The Stingers defeated Queen's in their league opener October 28th - 98-70. Laurentian will 
provide the opposition Sunday, Dec. 4 in the Stingers final home game of 1988. Game time is 2:00 p.m. 


LAST WEEK: Junior forward Nick Arvanitis becomes the 8th player in Concordia history to pass 
the 1000 point plateau. The third year business student from Vanier College also pulled down 6 
rebounds. Sophomore center Dino Perin (Montreal, Que.) netted 17 points and pulled down 9 rebounds 
in only 20 minutes. Perin, last year’s Conference Rookie of the Year, has averaged |7 points and 
9.3 rebounds per game this year. The 68" center has established himself as one of the premier big men 
in the country. 

Rookie guard Dexter John (Montreal, Que.) led the Stingers in scoring with 18 points. 
John, the M.V.P. of the 1988 Canadian College Championships, added 9 assists for the 
Stingers. He has been the leading scorer in 6 of the Il Concordia games. Rookie forward Leon Pierre 
(Montreal, Que.) scored 16 points in 18 minutes as seven Stingers scored in double figures. Freshman 
guard Allan Cox (Montreal, Que.) hit on three long bombs. He now has 38 three- pointers for the 
season. 

Michael “Silk” Cohee (Montreal, Que.) scored 12 points and pulled down 7 rebounds. 
Senior guard Mike Baker (Vankleek, Ont.) scored 10 points and pulled down a career high 8 rebounds
